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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
March  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  regarding 
the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  town  and  district 
for  the  year  1937.  I  shall  deal  with  th.e  items  in  the  usual 
order  and  mention  as  briefly  as  possible  the  important 
features,  comparing  the  health  of  the  district  during  the 
past  year  with  that  of  the  previous  year  and  also  comparing 
our  own  health  bill  jsrith  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  area  of  the  Parish  remains  at  19,777  acres. 

The  resident  population  is  12,300.  This  is  the  figure  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  in  the  middle  of  1937.  The  population 
has  therefore  increased  by  100  during  the  year.  Sixty  per 
cent  of  the  increase  may  be  acoounted  for  by  the  excess  of 
births  (205)  over  deaths  (145).

The  factories  and  workshops  in  the  town  are  in  satisfactory  ; 
condition.

The  social  conditions  of  March  compare  favourably  with  any 
other  town  of  its  size,  and  further,  I  am' in  the  happy  position 
of  being  able  |to  report  continued  improvement • in  the  social 
conditions  each  year.  There  are  still  a  few  unsuitable  houses 
occupied,  but,’  considering  the  progress  which"  your  Council 
has  made  in  this  direction  during' the  past*  five  years,  such 
dwellings  will  soon  be  things'  of  the  past' In’ March .  We  are 
still  looking  forward  to 'the  materialisation  of  the  new 
Sewerage  Scheme.  This  will  mean'  the  removal  of  a  possible 
source  of  danger  to  the  community  especially  in  case  of  a 
typhoid  outbreak.  The  preparation  of  such  an  extensive  scheme 
must  of  necessity  take  time  but  'it  is'  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  plans  for  the  execution’  of  the  scheme-  are  now  ready 
for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  the  following  tables  the  various  items  dealing  with  vital 
statistics  are  set  forth  -  followed,  where  necessary,  by  a 
brief  sunmary.

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseasfe  notified  in  1937.  The  total  Was  51 
as  against  18  for  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase 
in  all  infectious  diseases  but  chiefly  in  scarlet  fever  - 
24  cases  in  1937  as  against  5  in  1936.  There  were  also  5 
more  cases  of  diphtheria  and  5  of  erysipelas.  I  may  say 
that,  vas  far  as  I  have  been  able  trace  them,  none  of  the 
cases  of  diphtheria  were  of  children  who  had  been  given  the 
prophylactic  treatment  at  the 'schools.  I  have  no  doubt  we 
would  have  had  to  report  a  much  greater  number  if  these 
injections  had  not  been  given  to  a  good  number  of  children, 
there  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  1937. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  the  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  remains  well 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  the  respective  rates  being 
4.06  and  14.48.

There  was  a  total  of  12  neY^  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  1937  -  6  pulmonary  and  6  non -pulmonary .  All 
the  pulmonary  cases  which  died  had  already  been  notified 
as  suffering  from  ohe  complaint.

During  the  year  0,164  cubic  yards  of  refuse  were  do alt  with 
at  the  tips  at  Hundred  Road  and  Badgeney  Road. 


Tho  total  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  I 
refuse  was  £1,014  10  s  9d  or  2s  2.56d.  per  cubi.c  yard. 

This  figure  is  slightly  higher  then  that  for  1936  and  is 
accounted  for  portly  by  tho  extra  labour  required  in  trenching  at 
the  Hundred  Road  tip  and  partly  by  reason  of  having  to  cart  soil 
to  the  Badgeney  Roo.d  tip  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  refuse. 

The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  nightsoil,  which 
includes  the  emotying  of  cesspools,  sortie  tanks,  pail  closets 
ond  privy  middens  amounted  to  £1,072  5s  Od. 


The  sum  of  £56  17s.  was  received  for  the  collection  and

Nino  additional  cowsheds  and  dairy  premises  were  registered 
during  the  year  after  the  premises  had  been  in  snooted  and  found 
to  bo  suitable. 

The  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  in  the  district 
are  generally  speaking  good.  A  number  of  the  larger  dealers  are 
now  licensed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  production  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  or  Accredited  Milk.

All  the  moat  condemned  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  the  butchers  upon  being  informed  that  it  was 
unfit  for  human  food. 

(  c  )  B okehouses . 

There  are  nine  bakehouses  in  the  town.  These  premises 
were  frequently  visited  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 


The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  a  part  tine  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  an  Engineer,  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  offer  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council,  brother  officials,  and  to  my  staff,  for 
the  valuable  help  and  assistance  so  readily  given  to  me 
throughout  the  year.
